HONERT MONEY DEMOURATS AROUSED.

The danger of the Chicago convention
being dominated by the free silver
democrats s fully realized by the honest
money element of the party, which Is
beginning to manifest more luterest In
the situation. Until recent  develop-
ments the demoerntic lenders opposed
to tha fron colnage of sliver were not
apprehensive that the silver men might
got control of the natlonal conventlon,
It not actually Indifferent, they were
not giving themselves any serlous con-
cern, and a number of them had de-
clded not to attend the conventlon.
The aggrossivencss of tha free colnnge
men bias, It 18 sald, aroused such lead-
ors ng Senators Gorman and Brice and
Willlam ©. Whitney to the necessity
for vigorous work If the danger of the
ascendaney of the silver men at Chi-
cngo 18 to be averted amd It Is prom-
Isedd that from this time forward thore
will be o contest for the control of the
natlonal eonvention. Senator Brice had
planned to go abrond with his family
nt the elose of the session of congress,
but he has been persuaded to remain
and assigl in the honest money ¢nm-
pnign.  Te I8 reported as sayving that
whille there will be a good deal of talk
about a free colnage plank, there will
be no sueh plank in the Chicago plat-
form and there will be no free silver
candldate nominated. It I1s thought
probable that Scnator Gorman and ex-
Secretary Whitney will take the field
aetively in the Interest of sound money
and reconsider their purpose not to at-
tend the Chieago convention.

There 18 manifestly an urgent demand
npon the sound money democrats not
fo waste any time If they would save
the national convention from free silver
domination, The ellver men are ne-
tively and naggressively at work and
they Intend to keep up the fight until
the last delegation is chosen. At pres-
ent they are confident and have very
good vepson for fecling 8o, They arve
surps of a very large majority of the
delegates from the south and west and
they have n good fighting chance of
securing the delegations from Ohio, In-
dinna and linols.  Conservative estl-
mates aceord them a majority in the
pational convention and if they secure
this a free silver platform with o can-
didate in il gympatliy with it will be
inevitable, 1t is doubtful whether the
honest money democrats can avert this
result.

DISCRIMINATING DUTIES.,

The republican  natlonal  conventlon
will probably Dbe asked to declare for
diseriminating duties in favor of Amer-
ican ships,  Tour state  conventlons,
those of Massachuselts,  New Jersey.
Pennsylvania and Oregon, have pro-
nonneed for this policy and it is to be
expected that other republican conven-
tions yet to be held will do so. But
even if they should not the proposition
is very sure to be presented to the nn-
tional convention and to have strong
support there. The Massachusetts plat-
form says: “We believe the time has
come to refurn to the poliey of Wash-
ington and Hamilton, which, by dis-
criminating duties in favor of Amerienn
bottoms,  scoured 90 per cent of our
carrying trade to Amerfean ships, and
whicl, if now restored, would again
revive our shipping and canse Amerviean
frefights to be pabd to Ameriéans™  The
Pennsylvanin republieans declared that
they approve the policy of nattonal pro-
tection to our ship owners and the ship
building interesta by diseriminating
duties In favor of American shipping
i order that the American flag be re-
stored upon the high seas.

As o means of restoring the American
merchant maring this proposition merits
serfous conslideration, One of the earliest
apts of the first congress was to bmpose
digseriminating dutles on fmports in fa-
vor of American vessels and it Is un-
questionable that the effect was lighly
favorable to the building up of a mer-

clhinnt marine. When the policy was
funugnrited only 20 per cont of onr
exports and bmports was earried o

American bottoms, but under that pol-
fey, which was maintained for about
forty  yeuars, Ameriean vessels  finally
carried about M) per cent of our exports
and tmports, s it probable that a ke
posult would follow o renewal of thiat
poliex? Tt s to be borne inmind that
ihere is o very wide difference between
the conditions that prevailid at the be-
siuning of the governmoent and  those
of the present.  Then  diseriminating
dutles were common with other coun
ivles and our adoption of them was
Jargely o matter of self-defense.  Is 0
not to be apprehended that o revival
of that polley by the United Sindes
would invite damnging retalintion? The
matter is of sutfclent importance to de-
mand careful consileration,

THE FOREIGN MARKET DELUSION.
One of the democrntle platforms of

the present week congratulates the
country thot under (he Wilson  tariff
lvw our foreign comerce s rapldly

inereasing, as evideneod by the trens
nry roports on exports of andenltural
implements, cotton manufnetures, olls
and other artieles, 1 ls o fact, and a
gratifying one, that the exporis of some
manufaciured  products hitve increased
within the past year, bt there has
hean 1o N-lll']l I.‘.'I'I’\\'”I 0us o warrnnt ex-
nltation on the part of the supborters
of the present tari lnw, which has had
very little to do with the mafler, the
artele which flgures most largely in
the Inerense, vefined mineral olls, be-
ing entirely unaffectad by the taclll,

It will b remembered that some three
months pgo the secretary of state, in
transmittitg o congress the reports of
Amerlean consuls on the commerce and
Industries of their respective districts,
anid thnt the pecent iuncrease (o the per-
centige of exports of apanufactured
articles ns compared with the total or
our exports  seemed to Indicate that
the United States is upon the threshold
of n grent development of this Lpor-
tant branch of international trade. An
examination of the statlsties of exporis
of domestic manufactures avallable i
that time showed thiat there had been
an inercase in the precoding year of
nhont $20,000,000, and of this amonut
peurly three-difils conslsted of retined
mineral ofls, the balance reprosentiog
the locreased exportation of wore than

a score of other manufactures. 1t will
hardly be pretended by anybody fa-
millar with the matter that the large
Inéreage In the exportation of refined
mineral olls was due In the slightest
degree (o the present tariff.  The for-
elgn demand for these olls would have
exleted If the Iast congress had not
made a single change in the tarlf. The
fact that there has been a gomewhat bet-
ter demand abroad for our agricultural
implements, machinery, bullders' hard-
ware and some other articles I8 testi-
mony to onr greater ingennlty and skill
In the making of these articles and has
nothing whatever to do with the tariff.
There has been a slight Improvement in
onr exports of the manufactures of lron
and steel, but the rate of progress hoa
not been such as to enconrage the ldea
that under the present tacilf wo are go«
ing to capture a Inrge share of the
world’'s markets for our mannfactures,
Ellminate from the statistics of In-
crensed exports the articles of domestie
manufacture which have not been af-
fected by n change in the tarl and
there will be extremely little Jeft to
Justify  democratic congeatulation or
warrant the opinlon that the United
States Is upon the threshold of a great
development of this Important branch
of I wntional teade.

The tridh is that the idea of the tarift
reformers that under their poliey thils
country would realize a remarkable In-
crenge In the forelgn demand for its
manufactured products has been demon-
strated to be a delusion.  Even If all
the galn in the exports of domestic
manufactuares wore directly due to the
democratie tarift it is utterly insignifi-
eant In comparison with the loss Amerl-
cnn manufacturers have exnerienced
from increased foreign competition in
the home market,

AN INFAMOU'S DEFENSE.

But never sinee the eorner-
stone of that structure was Inid has
the profession of law been disgraced
by a more Infamons defense than has
been attempted by the atlorneys of

Every man aceused of crime is pre-
snmed to be innocent uutil proved
guilty and is entitled to the benefit of
every legitimate defense that the law
allows, But no honorable lnwyer will
go beyond the bounds which the law
presevibes, It Is left for the scoundrel
to invent excuses for clients by charg-
Ing thele milsdesds upon others and
relying upon his privilege as an attorney
to glve utterance to libels which he
wonld not dare to print and to vilify
in court the charncters of reputable
men who have been foreed to appear
and give testimony under oath as to
thelr knowledge of facts amd events,

It remained for a  conscienceless
geoundrel like MeFarland, who has been
smirched with garbage deals and job-
hery, to eharge in open court that Henry
Bolln was the vietim of a conspiracy
concocted by the editor of The Bee ani
sought to be consumunted through the
ageney of perjured witnesses, It re-
mained for his assoclate, West, to join
in the ery of cruvifixion and to assert
that enry Bolln was the fanocent ob:
jeet of persecution, when, as a4 matier
of faer, he and everybody in the com-
munity knows that no self-confessed
public defanlter has ever received such
lenfent  treatment anywhere at  the
lhmds of the anthorities and the press.

RAILROADS® IN PRUSSIA,

What Government ODwnerahip Has Ace
complinhed Aerowns the Atlantle,
Fred Hedile in the Chicagn Record,

Monopolists have sald that governments
Are not able to administer the afMaire of ralle
roads. They try to make the people bolleve
that the plan of government ronds Is & pro-
duction of the imagination of socialistic and
populistie dreamera, while in reality the sys-
tem of government administeation & & stub-
born fact and ralironds of thia character
have been operated for decades with greatost
financial suceess,

Prussia war the firsl country to Introduce
the government rallroad system, to the ex-
tent of ex:luding nearly a1l private raliroads,
and ite Influence hds Indueed & large number
of other states to adopt the sanie svatem,

After the Prussian constitution of 18350 had
closed the revolutionary perlod of 1848 to
1860, the Proessinn government directed s
Attention to the materinl Interests of the
people and commenced the government con-
#truction of roads In thoase provinces which
were negletted by the private companiea,
This wia nol for the purpose of making
money, but to develop the agricultural, com-
merelal and indostrial Interssis of these sec-
tlons. One of the main roads thus con-
etricted by the government amd run under
governmental administration was the greatl
eantern road, connecting Berlin and Koonlgs-
butg. This action of the governmeént maile
all clasees of the people famlliar with the
system of government roads and naturally
led to the idea that all roads ehould be
owned and managed by the government. No
actunl progress In converting the Prussan
private roads into government ronds was
made, however, until the new Parllament of
Lhe young German empira appointed in 1873
A commigslon for the Investigation of this
rallroad questlon. This commission, after a
thortugh Investigation of all elrcumstanonss,
decided in favor of the system of govern-
ment roads, and this system was recom-
mended for adoption by the whoele German
emiplre, In consequence, Bismarck proposed
In 1876 a governmental rallroad project for
the emplire, offering to sell the Prussian state
rallronds to the empite; but the other Qor-
man etates, especially the so-callod *middle
states,'” those of medium size, the kingdoms
of Baxony, Bavarin and Wurtemberg, op-
posed and defeated this plan, booause they
were jenlous of the growing power of the
empire and preferred to control thelr own
raliroads,

Not disconraged by Dlsmarck's failure in
this matter, the Prussian government began
In 1879 the work of Introducing the systém
of government roads, The acquisition of
private ronds by the government was ac-
complished by voluntary sale and purcliase.
In purchasing railroads from private com-
panies the government aoted with great
liberality, giving near the face value of the
ghares In 8% per cent interest-bearing bonds
which had a higher market value than had
the shares. This made the shareholders
very willing to agree to the transaction,
All the rallroad officlals were also taken
care of, their rights being reserved and the
most of them being appointed as officials
in the state raliroad service. The directors
of the private roads, If they were ontitled
to certain percentagea of the profita made
by the roads, were Indemnified. In this
way the relative proportion between govern-
ment and private ronds was in the cournw
of fourteen yeirs thoroughly changed, and
the miles of rallroad were considerably
augmented by the construction of new roads.
On April 1, 1870, the day of tho last state-
ment before the law of 1879, there exiated
In Prussia:

This ghows clearly the progress of the sya-
tem of government roads.  April 1, 1883, the
govermment roada had alse 95,670 offieiais
appointed for life and 191,679 othor employes,
besides those who keep the roads In repair
About one-third of all the employea are ap-
pointed for life and are conslderably maore
independent than any of the officlals of pri-
vate roads. Prussin’s example was followad

by other German stateg, Germany had in
1874:

This table shows that the net surplus in
the years mentioned amounts to 1,178,000,000
murks, and that the whole rallroad debt can
b puid off In thirty or forty years if the
net surplus of the rallroad locome s used

for paying the principal of the rallroad
debl, Even now the acquisiticn of the rail-
raada by the government proves to be an
excellent Investment, and when the whole
rallread debts shall be pald off the state will
have from Itg rallronds a clear lneome of
from A60,000,000 to 400,000,000 marks, and
poerhups by that time this net surplus may
have been Inercased to such an amount that
all direet taxes may be abolished,

In Prussin, and afterward in the whole of
the German empire, uniform transportation
rates for passengerp and goeds were Intro-
dueed, This cqualizing of rates was of great
ndvantage to the whole people, and espocially
to the commerclal clusses, to which the
arhitrary changes of rates are very idls-
astrous, The rates of the Prussian govern-
ment roads are lower than they formerly
werg o the private roady, and as moon as the
rallrond debt is pald a great reduction of al)
transportation ‘charges muy be mode. The
extatilivhed “‘normai rate' fixed by govern-
muent statute, with the consent of the Prus-
wan Landtag, eannot be raleed ovon by the
government without the consent of the popu-
lar branch of the government. Redvetlons
can be made and they sometimes are made
for the benelt of certaln goods which ean-
not otand the regular rate, but such roduc-
tlors are not made before the matters are
cony'dered by popular rallroad councils es-
tablivhed by law,

Acoldents on our private rallroads are
tnore froguent than in Germany. In 1885.9
thera were [bAE23 persons killed and 26,208 In-
jurad on Unlted States railroads. For the
sma Ume i Germany thero were G068 per-
sons kiled and 1,850 injured, In the United
dtates ome person wos killsd on rallroads out
of 1,085,818 travelers, and In Germany onpe
person. wan killed out of 11,001,111 passen-
gors, In the Unlted Stlates one peraon was
injured out of 220,085 travelors, while In Ger.
muny one person was lojured out of 2,770,000
travelers,

Ho has a legal right to
mako this clalm bBecanee Jameson's rald has
been shown to have been In the Interest and
under the ausplcon of the company, while
the British government has repudinted all
connection with it, and virtually left the com-
pany to get out of the ecrape as It got into
It. Nevertheless, It wonld not be prudent
for him to push any each demand unless He
had some rellanea beyond his own strength.
It i not to be expected that the company
will pay sueh a bill on demand, nor could
It be collected without a fNght, Ih which
Englishmen would be  killed and  which
would bring DBritish troops to the wid of
the company, so that the ultimate rokult
would Be a war which the Transvanl has
eyery reason for wishing to avold,  More.

lnereage of population daring the last five
years to have been grealer than durlng any
proceding five yeara, The total population of
the empire is shown to amount to 52,244,602,
which, compared with the preceding consus,
marks an Increase of 1.14 per cent per an-
num. The Gorman newspiapors point out
that the population of Germany now ox-
cetds that of Franea by 14,000,000, and that
as the quinquennial increase In Germany wis
nearly 8,000,000 as against barcely 120,000 In
France, Germany's numerlcal superiority s
likely to go on increasiny proportionately,
o circumstance which must tell In favor of
European peace.
